A shortage of 
anything from 5 to 10 per cent. in 
butter stocks in the autumn well 
render rationing necessary. 

Bacon, too. is threatened with for- 
mal rationing. Already it is being 
rationed informally in many shops, 
where it is not possible to buy more 
than half a pound of rashers, but 
in official circles it is believed that 
the position will right itself in the 
course of two or three wecks. 


DEARER BREAD | 


Increases in the price of bread 
and sugar are foreshadowed to take 
effect before the end of the year. 

Bread is likely to go up by 13d. 
or 2d per 4lb. loaf by the end of 
September in consequence of the 
two million pounds subsidy on pro- 
duction last year, and the increased 
price for wheat this season.

NO COKE FOR THE HOUSE 


Imports ef coke—now the only 
supplies available — are being 
reserved for founders and _ bakers, 
and no coke is available for house- 
hold use. 

The type of coal on which the 
gas companies now have to depend 
is largely of mnon-coking quality, 
with the result that the companies 
not only have no coke for sale to 
the general public but cannot pro- 
duce enough for their own purposes. 
Only small quantities of coke are 


available for importation apart 
from coke breeze. 
It has been found necessary, 


therefore, to import. centrally such 
coke as is available and have it 
distributed through the Department 
of Supplies. This coke 1s conhned 
to founders and bakers, but, even 
with the restricted allocation, these 
industries are nat gettigg anything 
like their full requirements, Other 
users of coke have now to depend 
largely on coke breeze, and this 
applies even to large consumers 
such as institutions.

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HEAVY AIR RAID 
ON HAMBURG 
175,000 INCENDIARIES 


()NE of the heaviest raids yet 


made on Hamburg was carried 
out by the Royal Air Force on 
Sunday night. It was their fifth 
Visit to this city, which is the 
argest port-in Europe. 

The British Air Ministry com- 
munique yesterday stated:  ‘ Last 
night a very Strong force of aircraft 
of Bomber Command attacked 
Hamburg, the largest port 
and submarine-building centre in 
Germany. The weather was good, 
and preliminary reports indicate 
that the raid was most successful. 

Aerodromes in the Low Countries 


‘wade also bombed. Twenty-nine 
ombers are missing from these 
operations, 


“ Coastal Command aircraft, with- 
out loss, attacked enemy shipping 


off the Frisian Islands during the 
night. 


SPREADING FIRES 


The attack began just before 1 
o clock, says Press Association. The 
first wave of heavy and medium 
bombers carried a maximum load of 
incendiaries. Before they had left a 
second wave attacked with another 
load, in which there were far more 
incendiaries than high explosives. 
Within 35 minutes over 175,000 in- 
cendiaries had fallen, and much of 
the old town was on fire. The last 


wave of bombers carried high ex- 
plosives, including many 4,000Ib. 
bombs. Fires continued to spread, 


and the last crews to leave saw them 
burning when they were a long way 
from the target on their homeward 
journey. 


HAMBURG LOSSES 


Rome Radio said last night that 
the German authorities would pro- 
bably announce the number of casual- 
ties in the Hamburg raid to-day. 
It was known that‘casualties “were 
very high,” and the raid was “the 
heaviest so far experienced by Ger- 
many.”

attacks of the whole war. This 
operation, together with the three 
highly effective Duisburg - Ruhr 
attacks, completes a week's work in 
the face of most difficult weather, 
which the German enemy will long 
have cause to remember.”’ 


GERMAN REPORT 


The German communiqué says: 
‘* After ineffectual nuisance raids by 
day on Western Germany, the town 
of Hamburg and the surroundings 
were bombed by the R.A.F. last 
night with lgh explosive’ and 
incendiary bombs. There were fairly 
heavy civilian casualties. 

‘4 number of buildings—almost 
all of them in residential quarters— 
were destroyed or damaged. Night- 
fighters, anti-aircraft artillery, naval 
guns and patrol boats brought down 
457 of the attacking aircraft. 

“ In the Channel region and the 
Heligoland Bight the enemy lost 
six aircraft in air combats.’ 

German bombers launched a series 
of wide-spread raids over England 
early yesterday. It is estimated, 
savs the Press Association, that 
fewer than thirty crossed the coast. 


London had two alerts in quick 
succession with no bombs. Most of 
the raids were between the hours 
of six a.m. and nine a.m., but 
nowbere are casualties heavy nor

STREET BLOCKS 
SHOT UP 
DUBLIN TRAFFIC DELAYED 


Street sets were catapulted into 
the air and many vehicles narrowly 
escaped being overturned in Dublin 
yesterday when, owing to the recent 
weather, stretches of Dublin street 
surface burst up stopping traffic for 
some hours. 

The districts affected were Grafton 
street, at the corner of Nassau street ; 
Patrick street, and Tara street, 
particularly, where one hundred 
vards of roadway burst, traffic being 
held up for hours in this busiest of 
Dublin’s main arteries. The stream 
of trafic had to be diverted along 
Burgh quay and into the adjoining 
bve roads. 

“The recent heavy rains caused the 
formation of air pockets under the 
wooden sets and set up a form of 
hydraulic pressure which rent the 
roadway.

NOVOCHERKASSK ABANDONED 


MOSCOW,

MOSCOW, Monday. — Reuter’s 
correspondent here says: ‘* Since the 
Germans launched their summer 
offensive from Kursk on June 28 the 
Soviet troops have almost every- 
where been fighting against larger 
enemy forces than their own, par- 
ticularly in tanks and ‘planes. A 
characteristic of the past month's 
incessant and large-scale fighting, 
however, is that the German advance 
has been considerably behind 
schedule, except, perhaps, in their 
push southward from Millerovo to 
Novocherkassk and the approaches 
of Rostov. The losses inflicted on 
the Germans have been heavy, but 
the Soviet losses have inevitably not 
been negligible. In the Voronezh 
area Soviet troops have established 
twa more bridgeheads on the western 
bank of the Don, one of them in 
the southern sector. The Germans 
are also being held on the northern 
flank and prevented from extending 
their position’. 

“Fierce fighting -is going on at-botk 
ends of the front. -On the west bank 
of the Don, south of Veronezh, the 
Germans launched several counter- 
attacks yesterday. A new German 
division has arrived on the-Veronezh 
front to replace an infantry division. 
Hungarian units also continue to 
arrive. Apart from the unceasing 
delaying action, fought with the 
utmost determination, the Soviet 
High Command’s strategy remains 
undisclosed. The successful stand at

BATTLE FOR CORN 

KUIBYSHEV, Monday.—Reuter s 
correspondent writes :—‘‘ The great 
battle on the Soviet home front to 
obtain enough food to carry the Red 
Army and the Soviet people 
through the coming winter has now 
begun. After the loss of the three 
creat grain-producing regions of the 


Ukraine—White Russia and the 
Don Steppes—Russia’s remaining 
farming areas must now produce 


enough food to feed their own popu- 
lations and the ten to twenty mil- 
lion refugees from the occupied dis- 
tricts. A special fund of two and 
a-third million tons of cereals. has 
been set aside from this year’s har- 
vest for the Red Army. ‘This should 
be enough to supply it for a year. 
In the next few weeks the agricul- 
tural front will be making one of 
the greatest struggles in history.” 


GERMAN CLAIMS 


Despite strong Soviet fortifi- 
cations southwards from Rostov, 
the Bataisk railway junction was 
captured by ‘storm, German 
radio said fast night. German 
infantry and tanks pierced the for- 


tifications of fBataisk as the 
Luftwaffe attacked Russian forces 
and batteries in waves. 


Numerous Russian gus and more 
than 100 vehicles were aestroyed by 


direct hits. Several towns in the 
Don estuary were attacked by 
bombers and Stukas’ “while the 


Soviet forces attempted to retreat 
to the South and South-West.”’ 

The German Radio said that a 
tanker of 1,200 tons was sunk by a 
direct hit when German ’planes at- 
tacked Volga shipping last night. 
Two more ships, five barges and a 
tug were also sunk, the Radio 
claimed, Two tankers were left 
burning and a merchant ship was 
heavily damaged. — (Associated 
Press.) 

The German News Agency said 
that German troops had broken 
through a broad system of pillboxes 
descending on the Don south-east of 
Novocherkassk - Kryivyanskay and 
have penetrated into  Besor- 
genvevskaya. 


MOSCOW REPORTS 

LONDON, Monday—lIn one sector 
of the Veronezh front the Germans 
lost four regiments completely 
wiped out, 228 tanks destroyed and 
a large number of guns destroyed 
and captured, Moscow radio said 
to-night. There is continued fierce 
fighting on the southern front, One 
Soviet unit beat eff seven German 
attacks in a day _ killing 500. 
Another attack, in which 40 tanks 
were employed, after intense 
artillery preparation was repulsed, 
the enemy suffering heavy losses.— 
(Associated Press.)

a broad front. “In the hilly 
country round which the Don flows 
at the bend heavy battles are going 
on against enemy rearguards,’’ the 
Agency added.—(Reuter.) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


Last night’s Soviet communiqué, 
after announcing the evacuation of 
Rostov and Novocherkassk, said; 
‘During July 26, om various sectors 
of the front, units of our Air Force 
destroyed or damaged 82 German 
tanks, 250 lorries with troops and 
supplies, and 13 fuel tank lorries; 
blew up three munition dumps and 


destroyed and partly annihilated 
about two battalions of enemy 
infantry. 


“In the Voronezh area our troops 
continued to fight stubborn engage- 
ments with the enemy. One of our 
units. forced a Don crossing west 
of Voronezh:and annihilated about 
1,200 Germans. Our troops are 
fighting active engagements on the 
western bank of the Don. One ot 
Our units occupied an inhabited 
locality on the western bank of the 
river. Enemy counter-attacks failed.

SALES UP 
CURRENT ON THE FARM

4 \ units sold, and an increase 


in generation of 145 million units, 
during the year ended on 3lst 
March of this year is revealed in 
the report of the Electricity 
Supply Board. 

Commented upon in the report are 
the unusually difficult conditions of 
supply, and the costly and inferior 
coal which had to be used. Working 
expenses, interest, repayment of 
advanees, and discharge of capital 
liabilities exceeded revenue’ by 


£121,554. 
MORE CUSTOMERS 


Higher costs were mainly under 
the head of generation: fuel, opera- 
ting expenses, maintenance and 


repair being increased by £200,000 
Gross revenue increased by £109,074 
to £2,191,596. The aggregate 
capital expenditure at the end of the 
period was £17,083,339, additional 
plant placed in commission costing 
£419,062. Units sold for domestic 
purposes imecreased by over 27 per 
cent., and for large-scale cooking, 
heating and water heating by. 11 
per cent. A decrease was shown in 
electricity used for motive power, 
public lighting, traction, and general 
lighting. 

Consumers numbered 200,419, an 
increase of 16,672, which occurred 
before the Board tightened the 
regulations regarding supply, and was 
later checked. 


Total » units generated were 
449 862,800, of which the Shannon 
Station supplied 240,335,700, the 


Pigeon House 209,406,100, and the 
Cork Station 121,000. The unit 
generation of Cork was last year 
almost three millions. Lowest since 
the very dry year of 1933, the 
average inflow to the Shannon catch- 
ment at Killaloe for the year 1940 
was only 70 per cent. of the average 
over a long period of years. Con- 
struction work on the Liffey hydro- 
electric scheme is almost finished. 
Detailed investigation into the 
own development of the River 
srne has been continued during the 
year.

NEW MONSTER U-BOAT 


OTTAWA, Monday.—A U-boat,

hour, firing more than 200 shells 
into the 30-ton vessel. Seamen said 
that as they were pulling away 
the U-boat commander shouted in 
good png “Sorry, but it had 
one. 


INVASION TEST IN 
FRANCE 
PANZERS PRACTICE 


Fa sant alert was sounded 

for all German tank troops 
in occupied France on Saturday, 
the German News Agency stated 
last night. « 

“The practice proved that the 
time taken by the troops to be at 
their battle posts was shorter than 
scheduled,’’ the Agency adds. 

On Saturday Berlin announced 
that units of the German Army, 
Navy and Air Force had just held 
manceuvres lasting several days in 
Northern France. 


“ GERMANS READY ” 


According to a Reuter telegram 
from Berlin, a Wilhelmstrasse 
spokesman stated last might that 
Germany was expecting an atteinpt 
by the Allies to open up a second 
front. 

‘‘It is unimportant when or where 
it is set up,” he declared, *‘ as Ger- 
many is prepared for it in every 
way, and, indeed, so well that the 
Allies are evidently still delaying 
the attempts.” 

To meet the threat of a second 
front invasion in Western Europe, 
Marshal von Rundstedt has at least 
forty to fifty German divisions in 
reserve, in addition to the garrison, 
says the Berlin Correspondent of 
Stockholm’s Tidningen. 

Mentioning the German beliet 
that the Channel coast of france 
is the only place where the Allies 
could possibly launch their “ second 
front,’ the correspondent adds that 
Berlin considers that Norway as a 
possible landing place is now ruled 
out owing to Allied shipping tosses. 

A claim that shipping neeessary for 
an Allied invasion of Europe is 
available in spite of U-boat depreda- 
tions is made hy Mark Sullivan, 
political correspondent of the New 
York Herald Tribune, 

Lord Strabolgi, in London vester- 
day, said that now, when the military 
situation im Southern Russia had 
reached a critical stage, Britain must 
strike in the west and open one or 
more new European fronts, or her 
greatest opportunity in this war 
might be lost. Hitler had gambled 
on British and American pro- 
crastination and over-caution, and 
denuded the occupied territories and 
Germany itself of ail but a handful 
of troops. If the Japanese opened 
up a second front against Russia it 
would be a matter of shame and 
disgrace that Britain had failed to 
make a decisive move in the west. 


LATE NEWS 


RAIDS ON BRITAIN 


German aircraft were reported 
early thig morning to be in the 
vicinity of towns in the West Mid- 
lands, North Midlands and North- 
West of England. 

Raiders were- also over districts 
near the east coast. Bombs were 
dropped near one of the North Mid- 
Jands towns. The raiders were met 
by A.A. fire’ The full moon raiders 
dropped incendiary bombs at a num- 
ber of places in the West Midlands, 
and at one point in the same area 
there was high explosive. 


In one West Midlands area a 
number of high-explosives were 
dropped. (sunfire was heard in the 


London area early to-day. After a 
short interval there was a further 
burst of fire from London’s anti- 
aircraft defences, the heaviest’ and 
longest heard in the capital for some 
months. An ‘“‘alert’’ was sounded 
in the London area after gunfire had 
been in progress for some time. 

After half-an-hour London had 
another period of gunfire. It is 
understood that only a small number 
of ‘planes were over the capital. 
Several high-explosives were re- 
ported ‘in a Home Counties area. 

A West Midland town had its 
most intensive raid for many 
months.

When ration books were issued

has failed conspicuously to pro- 
tect this country against the 
natural results of a world war. 
Before any of us is very much 
older we all shall be forced to 
realise that we are citizens of a 
continent, as well as of an island, 
and that, although we may con- 


suffer the consequences of the 
economic upheaval, just as 
acutely as if we were citizens 
of the United States or 
the German Reich. Hitherto the 
people of Eire have been remark- 
ably fortunate. There have been 
certain shortages of essential com- 
modities, but nobody really has 
suffered, and the Irish people, 
and large, probably have been 
better off than any other people in 
Europe. Those halcyon days are 
drawing to a close. So far the 
rationing system in Eire has been 
almost recklessly generous. The 
hooks of coupons which’ were 
received by every citizen recently 
have been used so far only for 
clothing and footwear ; 9nd, in the 
case of boots and shoes, official 
rationing -was instituted solely in 
order to prevent the exhaustion of 
the market by visitors from 
Northern Ireland. Now, in order 
to procure her ration of sugar, the 
housewife will be required to 
produce coupons, and, further- 
more, she will have to lodge the 
entire page of sugar coupons with 
a particular trader. 

That is not the whole story. 
We are warned that, in the not far 
distant future, butter and bacon, 
WM Goll as ten, may te 
brought within the coupon 
system. Already there is a marked 
shortage of bacon. Butter ran 
short some months ago, and we 
gather that it probably will run 
short again during the autumn. 
In these circumstances, by far the 
fairest way to cope with the situa- 
tion is by the strict rationing of 
both these commodities, although 
we must confess that we cannot 
see why there should be a 
real scarcity of either. Surely this 
country ought to be able to pro- 
duce enough butter and bacon to 
satisfy the normal needs of all its 
inhabitants, and to have: at 
present, as it had in the past, a 
substantial quantity for export. 
The fact is, however, that there 
is, and will be, a scarcity; and 
the people must make the best of 
a bad job. They also must resign 
themselves to the unpleasant fact 
that the cost of living will be 
higher during the coming winter 
than it has been for some years 
past. We announce to-day that 
the price of bread is likely to be 
increased by three-halfpence, or 
even twopence, a four-pound loaf 
by the end of September. The 
cause of this increase is the fact 
that a subsidy of £2,000,000 has 
been given to the millers, and 
that the guaranteed price of wheat 
is being increased. The same con- 
dition exists in respect of sugar. 
Beet-growers are demanding higher 
prices. Otherwise, the existing 
acreage, which is far too low, will 
be lower still next year: and, as 
usual, the consumer will have to 
pay. The consumer will grumble. 
C’est son métier; but, in the long 
run, he must just pay up and 
look as pleasant as possible. His 
lot will not be made easier by the 
news that there will be no ration 
of household coal for the July- 
August period. In theory, of 
course, there will be plenty of 
turf; but, theoretically, turf is a 
poor substitute for the coal to 
which the Irish housewife was 
accustomed until that lamentable 
commodity known as ‘“‘ duff’’ 
came on the market; and, unless 
the war comes to an end within 
the next few months, there will be 
many fireless hearths in Ireland 
in the winter. 


Current and Coal 


The Electricity Supply Board’s 
report for 1941-42 records some 
facts of special interest. In the 
first place, the demand for current 
was higher than ever; sales rose 
by 12,000,000 units, although the 
requirements for motive power, 
public lighting. and traction 
actually diminished—largely, o 
doubt, through the further reduc- 
tion of the D.U.T.C.’s tramway 
services.. In the second place, the 
weather’ proved itself unkind— 
from the Board’s point of view— 
during the very year in which its 
assistance would have been valu- 
able. The average inflow of water 
to the Shannon catchment at 
Killaloe was only 70 per cent. of 
the average inflow over a long 
period of years, and was lower 
than during any year since 1933. 
As a result of this ‘‘ drought,”’ 
the resources of the steam- 
generating plant at the Pigeon 
House were taxed severoly. The 
total numbet of units generated 
was 450,000,000, of which no fewer 
than 209,000,000 came from the 
Pigeon House, as compared with 
240,000,000 from Ardnacrusha. In 
peace-time this dependency on 
steam generation would not have 
mattered to any great extent: it 


however, conditions are radically 
different. The Pigeon House 
operates on coal, and the 
existing supplies of coal are 
deficient both in quantity 
and in quality. We do not know 
what arrangements have been 
made for the continued supply of 
coal from Great Britain to the 
E.S.B.; but the outlook cannot 
be rosy, and, if the tempo of the 
war increases, supplies may 
become even shorter. The new 
restrictions on the use of current 
have not made any real difference 
to the people’s comfort so far; by 
a lucky chance they were imposed 
at the beginning of summer—and 
a warm summer at that—but some 
hardship is bound to be felt as 
the cold, dark days of winter 
approach. 


Nothing can be done to meet the 


difficulty ; economy on the con- 
sumer’s part will help, but even 
the most stringent economy will 
not compensate for a severe 
decline in the Pigeon House’s 
output. We merely can hope that 
the worst will not come to the 


worst, and we can resolve that, 


when once the war is over, every 
precaution will be taken to render 


our supplies of current ‘* fool- 
proof.” The Liffey scheme has 


been held up through the lack 
of essential machinery. That 
machinery must be obtained at 
the earliest possible moment in 


order that the scheme may be 
completed. What is more im- 
portant, there must be no delay— 
when the war is over—in under- 
taking the harnessing of the 
Erne—a project = which, As 
we learn from the _ Board’s 
report, has not been forgotten by 
any manner of means. It may 
require the collaboration of the 
Northern Government, inasmuch 
as the Erne disdains to recognise 
the border; but the scheme must 


be taken in hand and completed 


if this country is to reduce its 
dependence on imported coal to 
any marked degree. Nobody need 
fear that the total output would 
be too great. Rapidly as the 
twenty-six counties’ eonsumption 


of electricity has increased during 
the last fifteen years, they remain 


among the least ‘‘ electrified ”’ 
countries in Europe. The new 
Trish Year Book quotes some 
valuable figures from the fish 
Ruilder and Engineer which show 
that only one per cent. of the 
farms here are electrified, as\com- 
pared with seven per cenf. in 
Great Britain, 75 per cent. in 
Switzerland and Germany, and 90 
per cent, in Denmark, Holland, 
Sweden and New Zealand. For 
that matter, only 70 per cent. of 
the people in Irish urban areas 
are supplied, as compared with 86 
per cent. across the Channel; and 
the consumption per head here is 
only 116 units, against 2,654 in 
Canada. MHydro-electric develop- 
ment, indeed, must be a principal 
subject of concern to any Irish 
Government after thse war—not 
merely on its practical merits, 
but as an assurance against a 
future in which there can.be no 
effective guarantee of permanent 
peace.

.GAIETY THEATRE 
NEW COMEDY 


Paul Vincent Carroll’s new play, “ The 
Old Foolishness,” will probably succeed 
as a fantastic comedy. It cannot be that 
the author intended it to be taken as a 
serious contribution to the theatre. U 
he had another ‘message’ for the world 
he would at least have taken care to 
begin his delivery of it with a credible 
quotation from a newspaper circulating in 
Ireland. ‘The piece of news which is read 
by one of the characters in the opening 
scene eoula not be published just as he 
puts it into the mouth of the character. 
It is- the essential starting point of the 
play, and yet it is something which just 
could not happen here. 

As the play goes on one finds that it 
is nearly all likevthat. It just conld not 
happen. Maeve McHugh, a Dublin girl, 
arrives at the farm-house of the Sheerans. 
She has had an association with one of 
the sons, who is living a wild life, and 
she has run away from him in terror. As 
it is between them, the home of his 
people would be the last place where she 
would have thought of coming, 
but she comes. And like all girls who 
arrive like that in plays she begins to 
have a disturbing influence upon the two 
other sons in turn, and upon a half- 
witted ‘‘ comic.” who dodges in and ont 
of the kitchen talking about '“ The Oid 
Foolishness.”’ 

It is not made very clear what this is. 
and the scene which would seem to have 
no other purpose than to make us feel 
what it is nearly wrecke the play. The 
grand moods of old Pagan times are 
spoken of over and over again; but it 
does not come any nearer than that. The 
author uses an amazing number of words 
to express nothing at all. But it is, as 
one of the characters describes it, ‘‘ edu- 
cated talk.” and sounds like a sermon 
nearly all the time. From the middle of 
the second act “* The Old Foolishness ” 
flickers and begins to go out. 

Despite the amazing heights — and 
depths—of “poetry talk” also through 
which the characters are driven there is 
humour in the play and moments that 
are very bright indeed. “The comic ” 
Is a really good one, as J. Winter 
depicts him, and there are some 

Abbeyish ” parts by Mauren Delaney. 
Florence Iyneh, Isobel Couser and 
Lionel Day. The girl from Dublin, even 
though one could not believe in her for 
a moment, was played with much charm 
by Kitty Thullier. The three brothers 
were well suggested by W. O'Gorman, 
Cecil Brock and Dan ()’ Herlihy. but they 
must have felt, even in their most 
dramatic moments, how very unreal they 
were. There is, of course, a Canon, but 
this time he is merely a bad caricature 
and Cecil Barror could not do much with 
him, 

The situation as between the girl and 
the brothers is straightened out at the 
end, but in doing it the author has to 
land himself in a mess of imprebabilities. 
He used the word ‘intelligent’ several 
times in his curtain speech, but surely 
he cannot think that this is an 
intelligent play.

U.S.-PANAMA ROAD 


LINK 
£5,000,000 PROJECT 
WASHINGTON, Monday. — ‘The 


strategically important, inter-Ameri- 
can highway linking the United 
States with Panama is to be rushed 
to completion under arrangements 
just concluded with (Guatemala, 
Salvador. Honduras, Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica and Panama, announces 
the State Department. Immediate 
construction at the expense of the 
United States Government will be 
undertaken of a 625-mile all-weather 
pioneer road to link up with about 
1.000 miles of inter-American high- 


America and Panama. “through 
road traffic from the end of the 
existing standard guage railway on 
Mexico's southern border to the 
canal zone will thus be possible 
shortly. The State Department 
savs that completion of the road 
will not only be of strategic 1m- 
portance by linking the United

Section leaders would supervise 
every three teams and divisional officers 
would be. appointed from each division. 
An ambulance officer attached to each 
division of the reserve would supervise 
training. The scheme sets out weekly 
and monthly exercises for divisions, and 
in time of emergency reservists would 
rally at pre-arranged centres.

Grain Crops

Over Everest 


War news swamps nearly every- 
thing else in the newspapers these 
days, but I was glad to see space 
had been found to record the fact 
that an American pilot, Colonel 
Scott, recently made a flight over 
Mount Everest. 

Apparently he just made a détour 
while on a flight from India to 
China, and cleared the top of the 
mountain by several thousand feet— 
a great achievement, since it meant 
flying at a height of at least thirty- 
four or thirty-five thousand feet. 

The flight is, perhaps, a remark- 
able indication of the progress of 
aviation within the past ten years; 
for it is less than ten years ago that 
the Marquess of Douglas and 
Clydesdale and his companions— 
after a year of careful preparations 
—were the first men to fly over the 
mountain. The Marquess of Clydes- 
dale was accompanied by an Armagh 
man, Colonel L. V.°S. Blacker, 
while the second ‘plane was flown 
by Flight-Lieutenant D. F. MclIn- 
tyre, with Mr. S. R. Bonnett as 
observer. 

Their first flights were made over 
Everest on April 3rd, 1933, and a 
second expedition was made about 
a fortnight later. Since that time 
nobody has attempted to either fly 
over, or climb, Everest until the 
casual Colonel Scott made the trip 
as an ‘“‘incidental’’ to a routine 
cross-country flight.
